RICHMOND, Mo., March 2.—Arthur Mc- 
Neil, a Kansas City negro, digging coal 
at mine No. 4 of the Richmond-Camden 
Coal Co., shot and killed Chester Dock 
Stanley yesterday afternoon at 2:53 o'clock. 
The tragedy occurred at the pit top as the 
men wefe being hoisted out of the mine. 
which is located two miles south of this 
city. The negro was lynched this morfing 
At 2:25 o'clock: by a mob of 400 miners and 
farmers. 

A dramatic incident in the lynching was 
the halting of the mob while one of their 
number, at the request of their victim, of- 
fered a fervent prayer that the doomed 
man’s soul might be saved. 

Tho tragedy arose over McNeil accusing 


Stanley, who was a pusher, of wrecking } 


coal boxes in his room in the mine yester- 
day. | 

McNeil, who was armed, came out at 2:45 
and stood waiting at the pit top for his vic- 
tim. Five minutes later the cage came up 
with Stanley and others. The negro said: 
“Stanley, you wrecked the boxes.”’ 

tanley answered: “I never.”’ 

‘MeNeil: You did. 

Stanley: You're a liar. 

McNeil: Don't call me a liar or I'll shoot 
you. 

Stanley: Shoot; I'm not afraid. 

McNeil drew a revolver, and, as Stanley 
turned to leave, shot once, hitting him in 
the left breast, just above the heart. 

Stanley screamed “Catch me, boys; I'm 
shot through the heart."’

Judge Hugo Jacobi of the Kirkwood Po- | 
lice Court, who is trying the cases, | 
faces a .docket . that. will keep. him 
busy for several years unless the ex- 
ecutive authorities of the pretty St. Louis 
suburb and President Charies H. Turner 
and General Manager Thomas M. Jenkins 
of the Suburban Railroad shall relent in 
their present determination. 
It is composed of 1010 cases against the 
railroad officers, all of which charge them 
with violating an ordinance of the city, pro- 
hibiting the operation of a mail.and express 
car within the Mmits of the municipality. 
Kach case sets forth a separate and dis- 
tinct offense and there is no way by .which 
all of them may be merged into Ome action. 
Each calls for a separate trial unless the 
defendants shall plead gullity. 
President Turner, speaking. for both him- 
self and Mr. Jenkins, says they will insist 
on being proved guilty. 
“We are going to stand trial on every 
one of those cases,’’ he said to the Post- 
Dispatch Friday. 
“We shall try the defendants upon every 
complaint unless they shall plead guilty, 
ere the city.

TRANSVAAL HERO 
SEEKS ANCE 


Boer Lieut. Hayward Search- 
es St. Louis for Her. 


WON HIS SPURS WITH CRONJE 


MET HIS SWEETHEART AS HE 
WENT TO WAR. 


Last Heard From Her at Galveston, 
Tex,., and He Fears That She May 
Have Perished in the Great 
Disaster. 


Lieut.*Gordon B. Hayward of the Boer 
army is seeking in St. Louis his lost fiancee, 
Miles Stella de Loring, a beautiful 
Parisienne, whom he fears may have per- 
ished in the Galveston tidal wave. 

The fates of war intervened to prevent 
the meeting: and marriage of the lovers in 
this city whithtr Lieut. Hayward was to 
come as soon as the Transvaal arms should 
triumph. As 4 prisoner of war at Cape 
Town and a refugee following his escape 
from the British lines, his communication 
with his sweetheart has been cut off for 
months. 

He arrived in St. Louis Saturday morning 
on his quest across two oceans and conti- 
nents. Without any other direction than the 
knowledge that:Miss de Loring had ac- 
quaintances here, he sought the assistance 
of the detective bureau. Detective Patrick 
Lally has been detailed to restore the lov- 
ers to one another. 

Hayward related a tale of love and ad- 
venture to Assistant Chief of Detectives 
Smith, whose sympathy was aroused after 
he presented credentials which established 
his identity, and proved that he had been 
with Cronje during the battle at Modder 
river and surrendered with the Lion of Af- 
rica in the pit at Praadeburg. 

“My father, John D. Hayward, was the 
American representative of an English rub- 
ber syndicate at his home in New York 
City,’’ he told. the Post-Dispatch. 

‘Just before his death in 1880, he invested 
heavily in the mines of Johannesburg. At 
the outbreak of the war in South Africa, I 
determined to cast my lot with the Boers, 
partly out of patriotic principles and partiy 
to insure the safety of our interests tn the 
gold fields of Witwatersrand. 

“On the way to Pretoria, i stopped at the 
Grand Hotel, London, and, while there, in 
October, 1899, I met Miss Loring, who was 
tne traveling companion of Mrs. Elvira 
Germonde, a wealthy English woman, who 
Was about to tour the continent for her 
health. Mile. de Loring was charming. I fell 
in love with her and she reciprocated my 
affection. My mission assumed a romantic 
light in her vivid imagination and we 
agreed to correspond.

All this time my com- 
munication with my fiancee had been cut 
off. The last letter I received from her was 
dated Sept. 8, 1900, at Galveston, Tex. She 
said that she was going to St. Louis, there 
to await me. 

“After my arrival in the Transvaal, I re- 
ported to Gen. Lovis Botha and was com- 
missioned as a lievitenant. At Machadadorp, 
where Botha had a furious fight with 
Frerch and Hunter, my horse -was shot un- 
der me and I was taken prisoner the second 
time. We were removed to Durban. My 
mind was harrasséd- about Mile. de Loring 
and the outlook seeming hopeless I took 
the oath of neutrality promulgated by 
Kitchener and took passage for America. 

Here I am, having come to the appointed 
place of meeting as fast as steam could 
carry me. but I.am besieged with the fear 
that my intended wife was lost in the cy- 
clone. I have no addresses of her friends 
here. By publicity I hope to have them 
communicate with me so that the fate of 
my sweetheart may be known to me.
